A  School  With  A  Personality 


A school,  as  well  as  an  individual,  has  a  personality.  What  that  person- 
ality is  depends  on  the  standards  of  conduct,  the  ambitions,  and  the 
ideals,  of  the  individuals  who  compose  it. 

The  Berkeley  High  School  has  a  personality  created  by  its  able  and 
devoted  teachers,  and  by  its  intelligent  and  cooperative  students,  of  the 
past  and  of  the  present. 

What  are  the  distinctive  traits  of  that  personality? 

Our  school  has  initiative,  the  urge  and  the  power  to  do  new  things.  This 
has  meant  constant  growth  in  spirit  as  well  as  in  numbers.  Ours  was  one 
of  the  first  high  schools  in  California  to  have  a  magazine,  a  Weekly,  a  Stu- 
dent Association,  interscholastic  athletics,  a  Shakespeare  Play,  a  debating 
club. 

The  school  has  made  new  standards  or  taken  up  new  activities,  not  to  be 
in  the  fashion,  but  because  it  felt  a  need  for  such  innovations.  These  activi- 
ties, therefore,  have  not  been  external  things  but  the  expression  of  inner 
graces. 

Courage  is  another  characteristic  of  our  school.  It  has  had  the  courage 
to  hold  itself  up  to  the  highest  scholarship  and  the  finest  achievements  in 
days  of  depression  and  disaster,  when  material  environment  was  inadequate. 
This  is  the  kind  of  courage  that  laughs  in  the  face  of  defeat  and  disappoint- 
ment, and  turns  them  into  spiritual  victory  and  new  hope. 

A  spirit  of  democracy  characterizes  our  school— a  democracy  that  be- 
lieves in  duties  as  well  as  in  rights;  and  that  recognizes  not  only  that  equality 
of  opportunity  should  belong  to  every  student,  but  also  that  it  is  the  duty 
of  those  richer  in  mind  or  in  talent  to  create  that  equality  for  others. 

"Education  for  Service"  became  the  motto  of  this  school  very  earlv  in 
its  life.  We  have  lived  that  motto  through  the  years  by  giving  of  our  talent 
to  the  social  life  of  the  school  and  of  the  citv;  and  by  giving  material  aid 
to  the  school  and  to  such  organizations  as  the  Community  Chest  and  the 
Red  Cross,  and  by  helping  the  suffering  in  times  of  disaster.  During  the 
Great  War,  our  school  gave  thousands  of  dollars  for  relief  work  in  Europe. 

This  spirit  of  independent  initiative,  of  cheerful  courage,  of  friendly 
democracy,  and  of  generous  service,  gives  our  school  a  strong  and  beautiful 
personality,  and  makes  its  life  an  interesting  and  purposeful  adventure 
into  new  fields.

Merle  Alexander,  a  senior  who  played  guard  on  last  year's  Yellow- 
jackets,  was  changed  this  season  to  an  all-round  fullback.  Hitting  the  line 
with  the  force  of  a  pile-driver,  he  also  showed  ability  in  passing  and  kicking. 

Norman  Faulkner,  quarterback,  may  be  described  as  a  steady,  relia- 
ble field  general  and  safety  man.  He  will  graduate. 

John  Moisan,  former  Bee  star,  was  converted  from  a  running  half  to 
a  first-class  blocking  back.  His  defensive  work  was  particularly  outstand- 
ing. Moisan  graduates  this  year. 

Terry  Huffts,  a  transfer  from  Oakland  High,  alternated  with  Faulk- 
ner at  quarterback.  He  has  another  year  of  football  at  Berkeley. 


Arnold  Wirta,  a  senior,  took  over  the  left  halfback  position  after 
Mel  Reid's  injury,  and  led  the  Jacket  offense  against  Piedmont,  Richmond, 
and  Alameda. 

Waldemar  Wilkman,  a  veteran  of  the  1935  Berkeley  "varsity"  squad, 
divided  his  time  between  center  and  right  tackle.  He  played  a  bang-up 
game  in  the  line,  made  his  full  share  of  tackles,  and  will  be  greatly  missed 
next  season. 

Fred  Lindsey,  center,  proved  most  valuable  to  the  team  with  his  excel- 
lent work  at  the  pivot  position  and  his  great  placement  kicking  and  punt- 
ing. He  will  return  to  the  Red  and  Gold  lineup  next  year. 

Elmer  Nielsen,  right  half,  was  an  accomplished  blocker  and  an  out- 
standing defensive  back.  He  graduates  this  term. 


Dick  Dulaney  played  outstanding  ball  at  right  guard,  where  he  alter- 
nated with  Schwedhelm.  Opening  holes  in  the  line  and  paving  the  way  for 
running  backs  was  his  specialty.  He  graduates  this  year. 

Bob  Schwedhelm,  guard,  was  an  immovable  object  on  defense  and 
made  it  tough  for  Berkeley's  opponents  to  gain  through  the  center  of  the 
line.  Finishing  his  second  year  on  the  Jacket  eleven,  he  will  graduate  this 
semester. 

Olavi  Laakso  at  the  other  guard  spot  was  the  standout  of  the  Red  and 
Gold  line  on  both  offense  and  defense.  He  always  got  his  man  out  of  the 
play.  He  is  a  senior. 

Bob  Aldea,  scrappy  second-string  guard,  proved  to  be  a  worthy  under- 
study for  Laakso.  He  has  two  more  years  of  football  at  B.H.S.  and  should 
be  a  great  asset  to  future  Yellowjacket  teams. 


Edgar  Stutt,  tackle,  playing  his  first  and  last  year  on  the  Yellowjack- 
ets,  was  a  savage  blocker  and  an  alert  defensive  player. 

Charles  Tronoff,  tackle,  will  graduate  this  year.  His  work  was  espe- 
cially outstanding  in  the  Richmond  game,  where  he  held  in  check  the 
Oilers'  off-tackle  slants  time  and  again. 

Wayne  Treleaven  won  the  first-string  left  tackle  position  over 
more  experienced  material,  and  played  outstanding  football  all  season. 
He  was  a  hard  man  to  take  out  of  a  play,  and  usually  got  his  man.  He 
graduates. 

Bob  Reid,  who  came  up  from  the  Reserves  to  take  over  a  tackle  post  in 
his  senior  year,  was  known  as  a  fighting  player  who  was  at  his  best  when  the 
going  was  toughest. 


Mel  Wehrlie,  end,  made  good  in  his  final  year  after  playing  for  a  year 
on  the  Reserves.  He  was  a  good  blocker  and  a  reliable  pass-receiver. 

Bob  Francis,  end,  was  a  brilliant  pass-snatcher  and  a  valuable  defen- 
sive player.  He  is  a  former  Bee  star,  and  will  be  greatly  missed  next  season. 

Al  Franck,  a  senior  who  came  up  from  the  Bees  with  Francis,  was  one 
of  the  hardest  men  on  the  squad  to  take  out  of  a  play,  and  specialized  in 
smearing  end  runs  around  his  flank. 

Henry  ("Buddy")  Sims  was  hailed  by  some  as  another  Johnny  Allen. 
His  blocking  and  pass-receiving  were  polished,  and  he  was  the  source  of 
worry  to  opposing  safety  men  with  his  punt  covering.  He  is  a  senior. 


Football  Season 


With  only  four  veterans  from  his  colorful  1935  squad  returning,  and 
more  than  his  share  of  hard  luck  to  cope  with,  Coach  Jack  Eadie  managed 
to  pilot  the  Yellowjackets  into  third  place  in  the  Alameda  County  Athletic 
League  standings.  The  Berkeley  gridders  broke  even  in  games  won  and  lost 
this  season,  with  four  on  each  side  of  the  ledger. 

Starting  out  against  Stockton  with  an  inexperienced,  but  ambitious 
eleven,  the  Jackets  were  nosed  out  by  a  6-0  count.  Santa  Rosa  was  next,  and 
the  Red  and  Gold  managed  to  pull  through  with  a  7-6  victory,  and  to  down 
the  St.  Mary's  Panthers  the  following  week,  3-0.  Polytechnic  outscored 
them,  19-13,  in  a  final  practice  clash. 

The  Jackets  made  their  league  debut  with  a  close  7-6  triumph  over 
Hayward,  then  battled  for  60  minutes  with  the  strong  Piedmont  High- 
landers, only  to  lose  by  a  12-0  count.  Traveling  to  Richmond  the  following 
Friday,  they  went  to  pieces  under  a  deceptive  Oiler  offense  and  were 
swamped,  27-0.  A  shakeup  in  the  starting  team  put  the  necessary  pep  into 
the  Yellowjackets  to  win  from  Alameda,  7-0,  in  the  final  game  of  the  year. 

The  injury  of  Mel  Reid,  triple-threat  halfback  who  received  a  broken 
collar-bone  in  the  first  minute  of  play  in  the  Piedmont  game,  greatly  crip- 
pled the  Jacket  attack.

BERKELEY  o— STOCKTON  6 

Withmore  ambition  than  experience,  the  Yellowjackets  invaded  Baxter 
Stadium  in  Stockton  on  Friday  evening,  September  18.  Although  night 
football  was  new  to  them,  they  outplayed  their  Tarzan  hosts  from  Stock- 
ton High  School  in  every  department  of  the  game.  The  only  score  of  the 
contest  came  in  the  third  quarter  on  a  tricky  aerial  play— a  long  pass  from 
fullback  Roy  Cope  and  two  successive  laterals  which  sent  Captain  Braden 
Lutz,  half,  across  the  goal  line.  The  Jackets  came  within  a  hair's  breadth  of 
scoring  several  times,  but  always  failed.  Mel  Reid  carried  on  the  burden  of 
the  Berkeley  offense,  and  was  the  outstanding  player  on  the  field  with  his 
great  running,  passing  and  kicking.  Bob  (Tiny)  Schwedhelm  captained 
the  Jackets. 

BERKELEY  7— SANTA  ROSA  6 

Marred  by  frequent  fumbles  and  rather  ragged  play,  the  Red  and  Gold 
eleven  eked  out  a  7-6  victory  at  Santa  Rosa  on  Saturday  evening,  Septem- 
ber 26.  A  conversion  from  placement  by  Captain  Mel  Reid  gave  the  Jack- 
ets their  one-point  margin  of  triumph.  All  scoring  was  done  in  the  second 
period,  with  the  heavy,  powerful  Panther  machine  driving  50  yards  down 
the  field  to  score  on  a  line  buck.  The  Yellowjackets  came  right  back  after 
the  following  kickoff  to  march  the  ball  on  short  passes  and  end  runs  to  the 
Santa  Rosa  ten-yard  stripe.

BERKELEY  13— S.  F.  POLY  19 

Sammy  Johnstone  and  Company,  touchdown  manufacturers  repre- 
senting Polytechnic  High  School,  proved  a  bit  too  fast  company  for  the 
Jackets  when  they  visited  the  Berkeley  athletic  field  on  October  9.  The 
Berkeley  gridders  made  surprisingly  good  headway  against  a  transbay 
champion  outfit,  but  were  outpointed  by  Johnstone,  halfback  star  who 
personally  accounted  for  19  points.  The  Jackets  scored  in  the  opening 
quarter  on  a  60-yard  power  drive,  with  Merle  Alexander  diving  into  pay 
dirt  and  Mel  Reid  converting,  but  Johnstone  came  back  with  seven  points 
to  tie  the  score.  A  pass  from  Odell  Franklin,  half,  to  Henry  Sims  gave  the 
Berkeleyans  their  next  score,  and  again  Johnstone  knotted  the  count.  Mid- 


way  through  the  final  quarter  Johnstone  broke  loose  for  3  5  yards  through 
tackle  and  a  final  touchdown.  Captain  Waldemar  Wilkman  led  the  Red 
and  Gold  team. 

BERKELEY  7 — HAYWARD  6 
Meeting  unexpected  opposition  from  the  Hayward  Farmers,  the  Jacket 
outfit  came  through  with  a  characteristic  one-point  triumph  in  their 
A.C.A.L.  curtain-raiser,  on  October  16.

Swept  off  their  feet  by  a  whirlwind  Oiler  attack  that  took  advantage  of 
every  break  and  left  no  openings  for  Berkeley  to  come  back,  the  Jackets 
succumbed  to  Richmond  to  the  score  of  27-0,  October  30,  on  the  Rich- 
mond field.  Leroy  Borgstrom  scored  three  of  the  touchdowns,  on  a  fumble, 
an  intercepted  pass,  and  a  pass  from  Glen  Whalen,  fullback.  Whalen  added 
the  other  tally  on  a  line  smash.  Three  conversions  were  good.  The  Jackefs 
were  at  their  worst,  and  couldnt'  get  started.  John  Moisan  captained  the 
Red  and  Gold. 

BERKELEY  7— ALAMEDA  o 

Led  by  Captain  Alfred  Butcher,  fullback,  the  Jackets  came  to  life  in 
the  final  game  of  the  season  to  win  from  Alameda  on  November  6  before  a 
home  crowd.  Although  they  outplayed  the  Hornets  all  the  way,  a  desperate 
Alameda  passing  attack  kept  their  advances  in  check.  Warren  Browning 
scored  Berkeley's  only  touchdown  on  an  eight-yard  gallop  around  his  own 
left  end,  after  taking  a  reverse  from  Butcher.  The  Hornets  came  back  in 
the  final  few  minutes  of  the  game  with  an  aerial  raid,  but  were  stopped  ten 
yards  short  of  a  score  when  Lindsay  intercepted  a  pass. 


Bee  Season 


Despite  the  fact  that  they  were  unable  to  stretch  their  1 08 -game  un- 
beaten record  into  its  thirteenth  year,  Coach  Gross'  Bees  have  finished  a 
highly  successful  season.  With  seven  victories  and  two  defeats  to  their 
credit,  they  averaged  better  than  17  points  a  game. 

Most  of  last  season's  star  performers  were  gone;  the  signup  was  smaller 
than  usual,  and  several  holidays  interfered  with  their  practice  period.  With 
these  handicaps,  Coach  Gross  was  unable  to  turn  out  a  polished  eleven  to 
stop  Oakland  Tech's  Reserves  in  the  opening  game  of  the  season.  Making 
football  history  as  they  went,  the  Tech  men  pushed  over  a  single  touch- 
down and  converted  to  hand  the  Bees  their  first  defeat  in  more  than  twelve 
years.

A  decisive  12-6  victory  over  Monterey's  Bee  team  was  followed  by  a 
31-6  triumph  over  the  highly-touted  Richmond  Reserves,  who  had  been 
undefeated  until  that  afternoon.  They  wound  up  their  program  with  a  7-0 
victory  over  the  Alameda  "B's."

Captain  Yoshi  Hibino,  halfback,  was  the  Bees'  mainstay  on  both 
offense  and  defense.  In  line  smashing,  end  running,  passing,  punting,  or 
place-kicking  he  left  little  to  be  desired.  The  first  Bee  player  to  be  elected 
captain  twice  in  succession,  he  has  completed  his  third  year  of  competition. 

Don  White,  halfback,  alternated  with  Hibino  in  the  ball-carrying 
position.  His  passing  and  kicking  were  also  outstanding.  He  graduates. 

Harold  Wolf,  quarter,  was  a  heady  field  general  and  a  first-class  pass 
receiver.  He  has  another  year  of  football. 

Jack  Cottle,  fullback,  stood  out  with  his  line  plunging  and  defensive 
play.  He  will  be  back  next  year. 

Al  de  Grassi,  quarterback,  was  a  speedy  ball-carrier  and  a  hard  man 
to  stop  in  a  broken  field.  He  graduates  this  term.

With  only  a  few  veterans  from  last  year's  squad  returning,  Coach 
Erickson  of  the  Reserves  has  done  an  excellent  job  in  molding  together  a 
winning  team.
